The proposed amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues that 
would require further consideration and search. In particular, the amendment defines 
the claimed invention of a "work pattern group" to be configured "based on how the 
individual collects, stores, manages, or shares knowledge rather than the position, role, 
or status of the individual," whereas the "work pattern group" was not defined as such 
prior to the amendment. 

Therefore, the amendment raises a new issue that was not considered during the 
prosecution and search history and would further require a new search strategy.
